Bonn Forelgn Minister Hans-Dletrich Gen 
by Henryk Jablonski, the Polish head of state,

Despite lessons from Prague to Kabul 
it,js.stil, assumed as a matter of course 
in the West that for both political and 
economic reasons .

poser, was born 300 years ago but

In his essay Memoirs of a Forgotten 
Master Rolland enthusiastically did Te- 
lemann justice after he liad been over- 
shadowed by Bach for over 160 years. 

He had paled in significance but was 
suddenly rediscovered and, indeed, grew 
topical forthe 20th.century.
